The insurance on the

As I am a subscriber to T H E 
S E N T I N E L 
I will give you a few lines for publica- 
tion, if you think it worthy of the same, 
as I have lived the greater part of my 
life in old Allen, the banner county of 
Indiana, I was bom in Sandusky coun- 
ty, Ohio, in 1849. 
When I was about 
three years old my parents moved to 
Milan township, Allen county. Ind., and 
lived there until the spring of 1864,when 
they moved to Springfield township and 
bought a farm near the town of Mays- 
ville. I lived with my father, Mr. L. D. 
George, tilling the old farm, until the 
fall of 1879, when with my wife I moved 
to Fort Wayne, working for the Pitts- 
burg road until March, 1881, 
Then we 
moved to Richland township, Chickasaw 
coimty, Iowa, and are living to-day six 
miles from the county seat. 


I am well pleased with the country, 
but it is not like Indiana, 
The seasons 
are shorter, but the winters are as a 
general thing longer and more severe. 
It is not as much of a country for grain 
as it is for stock raising. 
If any man 
wants to raise stock for a living this is a 
better country than Indiana. 
Wheat in 
this county last season was almost a 
failure. 


I have been engaged in the bee busi- 
ness for the past four years. Last season 
was very poor; I had only a little over 
seven 
thousand pounds of extracted 
honey. 
Two years ago we had upwards 
of fifteen thousand pounds, which sold 
at 10 cents a pound. 
We are wintering 
188 colonies of bees this winter.

T h e redemption of orders will not 
injure our profits, for we can easily loan 
all otir m o n e y at 8 per cent., a n d if w e 
buy government bonds they are always 
convertible at a moment's notice into 
cash, 


I have no personal interest to subserve 
and will be glad when county orders and 
county debts are a thing of the past. 
So will such large tax-payers cs Hon. A. 
H- Hamilton, A. C, Trentman, 
Fred 
Eckert, T. B, Hedekin, Jesse L, Wil- 
liams, flon. Hugh McCulloch, Roths- 
chld Brothers and many others who own 
the stock of the Hamilton National bank. 
A small bonded debt, if it is necessary, 
which I think is doubtful, kept at home 
among tax payers, is better than a large 
bonded debt abroad.

Sunday night being the last Sabbath 
nigqt of the year 1885, the Rev. T. De- 
Witt Talmage, D. D., preached at the 
Tabernacle, Brooklyn, a sermon appro- 
priate to the occasion. 
The hymn sung 
was: 


" M y dajrs a r e grlidlngr s w i f t l y by. 


And I, a pllgriin strang-er. 
Would not detain them as they fly. 
These hours of toll and danger." 
The preacher took his text from 
Ko- 
mans, chapter xiii., verse 2: "Knowing 
the time, 
that now it is high time to 
awake out of sleep." 
Following is the 
discourse in full: 


A MOMENTOUS HOUSK. 
While this morning with glad anthem 
we celebrated the Christmas hour, has it 
occurred to you that this is the last Sab- 
bath night of grand, and beautiful, and 
eventful, and joyous, and solemn 1885? 
The occasion is mighti'y 
suggestivB. 
Starting out on a long journey on horse- 
back, you ride along without stopping 
for many a mile until, after awhile, you 
come on top of a high hill. 
You rein in 
the steed. 
The horse smokes by reason 
of the length of the way. 
You take your 
feet out of the stirrups. 
You 
turn 
around in the saddle. 
You look off 
upon the ravine through which 
you 
have passed and the hills over which you 
have come, and make an estimate of how 
many miles you have traveled. 
Then, 
turning around again in^the saddle, and 
putting your feet again in the stirrups, 
you look ahead and wonder how far it 
will be before you come to the place of 
destination.

And 
sitting andstanding here, thehourseems 
to me, as to you it must be, momentous. 
I put my finger on the pulse oi this mo- 
ment, and I feel that it beats high and 
eternal destinies. You and I have started 
on in a lite which will continue to live 
after the sun has gone out cold in death 
and this wrecked and foundered world 
shall have strewn its timbers on 
the 
coast of au eternal desolation. 
Oh, it is 
a mean question for me to ask myself 
and you to-day, "Where am I? 
What 
am I? 
Whence came I? 
And whither 
am I bound?" 
The simple fact is that 
each one of us has a soul to save. 
Now, 
when any man in olden times had saved 
the iife of a Roman citizen from drown- 
ing, for instance, that man who rescued 
the unfortunate was honored. 
He was 
allowed some'times to sit in the senate; 
he was allowed to ride in great proces- 
sions; and when he entered a room the 
people would rise up to greet him and 
do him honor, 
I wo a Id to God that to- 
night we mi-ht aspire for the higher 
Ijonor of saving a soul—an immortal 
soul. 


WAKE 
TIT. 


There are three or four reasons that I 
can think of why we should obey the in- 
junction of my text and wake up. 
The 
first arousing consideration that occurs 
to my mind is the fact that there are so 
many obstacles in the way of our 8al\ a- 
tion. 
Now, there is no need of our hid- 
ing this fact. We sometimes hear people 
talking to the unconverted and saying: 
"It is just as easy for you to become a 
ohriatian a« it in to turn, over your htmd." 
It is not. There are tiretnendous obsta- 
cles in the way of your becoming a chris- 
tian and every man that has tried in 
thorough earnestness to become a child 
of God has found that there are obsta- 
cles. That is not a wise general who 
depreciates the force of an enemy—who 
says to his men: "M^ troops, you will 
have an easy time of it. 
Those castles 
can be capturod without any very serious 
bombardment. There are only few ene- 
mies in that opposing host. It will only 
be a few moments' assault and we will 
gain the victory." No. A wise general 
says: "Those are strong battlements. 
Those men who are coming out to as- 
sault us are armed, and they are brave 
men. 
If ' you ever capture those 
fortresses and if you ever overcome that 
host, it will be by a mighty rallying of 


all your energies. And I have to tell 
you now that if you are ever going to 
get to heaven it will be b j going out in 
a contest as one agaiost a hundred, as 
one against a thousand, one against 
a hiin(&ed thousand. Aye, it is an in- 
finite impossibility that yon ever succeed 
by any strength or resolntion of your 
own, and if there were not some super- 
natural aid to be offered and some divine 
promise to take hold of we would be lost 
and we would all be lost. 


WOBLDliT OBSTAOIiKS. 


In the first place, there are the obsta- 
cles in the worldliness that 
surrounds 
you. I need not tell you, men of Brook- 
lyn and New York, that there is a tide 
of worldliness setting away from 
God 
.and from heaven. You have felt it. You 
have waded down in it until • the 
flood 
came to your knee, until it came to your 
girdle, 
until it has come to your lip. 
You rise in the morning. 
You find it w 
a few moments later than you thought it 
was. 
You are in great haste. 
You 
hurry through the morning meal. 
You 
race down the street. 
You go to your 
oflSce. 
You open the letters and answer 
them. 
You examine the money market. 
You run hither and thither. 
Your life is 
a toil and a turmoil. The long day, save 
the fifteen or twenty minutes in which 
you lunch, is given up to the influence 
of this world, and it is very rare indeed 
that from 8 o'clock in the morning until 
four or five in the afternoon you have a 
single thought about the great future. 
Some thought may, while you are stand- 
ing at the counter or in the banking 
house—some stray thought of the future 
world may come through your 
mind, 
but it darts out again, just like a swallow 
that in summer time wheels into 
the 
open window, makes a circuit of a few 
minutes and then goes out, O, this tide 
of worldliness! You have felt it. It sets 
away from God and away from heaven. 
You know it. 


OBSTACIiES OP EVUi, 


Then there are obstacles in the way of 
your getting to heaven iu Satanic and 
infernal assault. 
The air is full of evil 
spirits. 
They accost you. 
They meet 
you at the cross roads. 
They teJl you 
the wrong road. 
They try to unhorse 
your good resolutions, tospikeyour guns, 
to outflank you in every christian move- 
ment; and if you are ever successful at 
all in gaining the realm of everlasting 
bliss it will be by rallying all your phisi- 
cal, mental and moral energies—aye, it 
will be by calling upon the Lord Al- 
mighty by His infinite and omnipotent 
grace to help you. 
And yet, if there 
were a single man in all this audience 
who should suddenly have come upon 
him the impression that he was going to 
miss heaven, there would go up a shriek 
louder than that which is heard between 
colliding rail trains. 
There is no man 
who expects to miss heaven. 
But how 
are you going to get overall these obsta- 
cles? 
I ask > ou as reasonablemen if the 
impediments in the way ought not to 
arouse you.

coin. 
They say: 
"We ought to debase 
it. 
We can inix something 
else iu it

have my face imprinted on a debased 
coin." 
Here we are; the image of God 
has been impressed upon pur soul, and 
yet it has been debased and has become 
a counteifeit. 
We have all sinned, and 
we are all lost unless divine grace rescue 
and redeem us. 
Now, here is the soul. 
What is it worth? 
Is there not some- 
thing in its value to arouse us? 
I some- 
times hear people compare the soul in 
value to a min&. 
That is a "^ery poot 
comparison, for the silver and gold in 
the mine will melt after awhile and be of 
no more value than the scoria spit out 
from Cotopaxi, while these jewels of the 
soul will exist as long as there are Vases in 
eternity to hold them.

It is rather a new thing to find a sci- 


entific profession commending any of 
those methods by which beauty ia ar- 
tificially secured to the unfortunate 
from whom nature has withheld that 
gift. The Medical Press has ventured 
upon uttering a word of praise in this 
'direction, and it may he supposed that 
somo at least of its learned readers 
will be not less generous in thoir ideas. 
Tho object of such unwonted eulogy is 
the American genius who has invented 
what tho Press' calls "a novel form of 
enameling." It comprises throe stages, 
in tho first of which tbe shoulders, 
arms, nnd other parts to be beautified 
are well rubbocl with rosa water, which 
ia then wiped off, and. tbe second ap- 
plication is made with colfl cream. A 
thick layer of this is allowed to remain 
on' the skin for fifteen minutes—rather 
a severe ordeal on one of those winter 
evenings known to Boston and New 
York. After this, lias been rubbed off 
tho surface is next covered with violet 
powder, and a process of "polishing" is 
then gono throug, at the end of which 
tlie parts so treated present tho ap- 
pearance of polished marble. However 
this may be, the Medical Press takes 
upon itself to assure us that the harm- 
fulness of the process is "exceedingly 
slight" compared with tho vicious pro- 
cess of enameling as hitherto under- 
stood.

The indifference to 
woman's education comes from the 
suspicion that it would not bo of much 
permanent use to the human rece if 
ahe had it. Even at this day, in some 
of the moat intellectual nations of the 
world, notably in Germany, tho thought 
would be utterly scouted that the 
world would derive any such benefit 
from 
tho 
training of women as 


from that of men. Tho same impres- 
sion still lingers here, and it has hith- 
erto been Lard to remove, because 
those who insisted on it were until 
lately in the majority, and so conH 
prevent the only method by which 
their theory could be refuted—prac- 
tical experiment. 


It is only by watching for a genera- 


tion or two the effect of the trials al- 
ready made that the matter can pass 
beyond the stage of experiment; and 
this transition ia now being rapidly 
made. The old theory was that wo- 
men, 
even if well educated, soon passed 


into a state of intellectual extinction 
through marriage. As Emerson says:
